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DETAILED ACTION

Group III, claim(s) 1-4 (in part), drawn to method of treating bacterial infections by 
administering a compound defined by formula (IA), wherein X is S, Rl is a groups with a six- 
membered aromatic ring moiety; one of R2 and R3 is a group with phenyl moiety, and the other 
one is hydrogen or CI -3 alkyl. 

Group IV, claim(s) 1-4 (in part), drawn to method of treating bacterial infections by 
administering a compound defined by formula (IA), wherein X is O, Rl is a groups with a six- 
membered aromatic ring moiety; one of R2 and R3 is a group with phenyl moiety, and the other 
one is hydrogen or CI -3 alkyl. 

Group V, claim(s) 1-4 (in part), drawn to method of treating bacterial infections by administering 
a compound defined by formula (IA), wherein X is S, Rl and R2 are not those defined in groups 
I and III. 



Group VI, claim(s) 1-4 (in part), drawn to method of treating bacterial infections by 
administering a compound defined by formula (IA), wherein X is O, Rl and R2 are not those 
defined in groups I and III. 
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The inventions listed as Groups I-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the compounds employed in the above groups are 
independent and distinct each from the others as they possess structurally distinct features and 
have acquired a separate status in the art of compounds and therapeutic agents as a separate 
subject matter for inventive effect and require independent searches. Applicant's attention is 
directed to US 7,304,082, which claims very specific triazole compounds. It is noted that a 
reference to one triazoles herein would not be a reference to another under 35 U.S.C. 103. 
Further, since the claims are directed to a method for broadly treatment of bacterial infection, 
1 12 issues may arise depending on the compounds in the claims.
